Upon application made to me by certain 
members of the Louisville city council, I 
handed to the gentlemen selected by that 
body to go to Virginia and purchase arms, 
machinery, &c., for the city of Louisville, 
a letter of introduction addressed to Gov- 
ernor Letcher of that State. I verbally re- 
quested those gentlemen, when they had 
procured the requisite arms and machinery 
for the city of Louisville, to contract for 
similar supplies for the State of Kentucky, 
and report to me the result. 

At the request of Mr. Henry K. Orr, a 
citizen of Bourbon county, who was proceedi- 
ng to the Southern States as the agent ot 
citizens of that county, to procure arms, I 
gave him letters of introduction to the Gov- 
ernors of several of those States. I also 
verbally requested him to report to me at 
what points anil on what terms arms could 
be procured for the State. 

Dr. Luke P. Blackburn, as the agent of 
the State, succeeded in purchasing the fol- 
lowing arms and munitions:

Executive Deparimtnt. i 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 

Three different serie9 of resolutions, adopt 
ed by your honorable body, asking informa- 
tion touching subjects of public interest, are 
before me. Several of these resolutions cov 
er the ssine point of inquiry, and they arc- 
all so nearly connected in purpose and char- 
acter as to enable me, without impropriety, 
to embody in one reply all the information 
1 have to communicate. 

There has been no official correspondence 
between myself, or any authorized agent, and 
the President of the Confederate States or 
any officer, agent, or commissioner of said 
President or government. 

No requisition has been made upon Ken- 
tucky for troops by any officer of the Con- 
federate States. 

In this connection 1 deem it proper to 
mention, that on or about the 22d ult., I re- 
ceived a telegraphic note, dated Montgom- 
ery, Alabama, and signed L. P. Walker, 
Secretary of War. In that note Mr. Walk- 
er expressed the belief, based upon my pre- 
vious response to the requisition of the Uni- 
ted States Government, that our people were 
prepared to unite in repelling the common 
enemy of the South, recited the fact that 
Virginia needed our aid, and requested me 
to send one regiment to rendezvous at Har- 
per's Ferry, without delay. I promptly, 
and in the fewest words, declined to comply 
with the request. Manifestly I could have 
made no other reply. As the Governor of 
the State, I had no authority in the pre- 
mises, and I did not for a moment regard 
the request of Mr. Walker a* an official 
communication, so far as my Executive 
functions were involved. The notes were in- 
terchanged during my visit to Louisville, 
were not held to be of an official character, 
and no copies were preserved. The original 
note of Mr. Walker was retained, and is 
herewith transmitted for your inspection. 

Upon the recent commencement of hos- 
tilities between the United States Govern- 
ment and the Confederate States, the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, as you are well 
aware, was almost entirely defenseless. The 
vigorous measures instituted by the Presi- 
dent of the United States for the overthrow 
of the Confederate Stales Government, and 
the reduction of the people of the seceded 
States to submissive allegiance to his admin- 
istration, at once aroused the wildest excite- 
ment in the non-slavebolding States; and 
created the most imminent danger of law- 
less invasion of our soil by the people of the 
contiguous States on the North. Not only 
was civil war inaugurated, but for a time it 
seemed that the populace of the Northern 
States would not await the authorized direc- 
tion and organization of their hostilities. In 
the midst of this mighty convulsion Ken 
tucky stood unarmed and defenseless, her 
soil unprotected from hostile invasion, and 
her citizens exposed to any assult which th 
mad fanaticism of tho hour might suggest. 
From every section of the Stale came up to 
me the most urgent appeals for arms. My 
table was covered with earnest petitions of 
loyal citizens, asking from their State the 
means of self-protection. No time was to 
be lost. Every day of delay increased the 
difficulties of procuring arms and munitions. 
It was manifest none could be procured from 
the North. As communicated to you in my 
recent message, 1 did then nssume the respon 
sibility of dispatching agents to the points I 
thought most available, with instructions to 
make known the posture of our State, and 
the defenseless condition of its people, and 
if possible, purchase arms. 

I authorized and employed Dr. Luke P 
Blackburn, of the city of Louisville, to pro- 
ceed to the States of Arkansas and Louisi 
ana, and instructed him, first, to explain to 
the Governors of those States the position of 
Kentucky as being an attitude of strict sell 
defense, to make known our defenseless sit 
uation, and then to contract for the most ef- 
fective arms and munitions upon the best 
terms he could arrange. That I may be 
clearly understood. 1 mention h ere that 
about the same time, in pursuance to the 
line of policy I had adopted for the main 
tenance of peace and the prevention of any 
collision along our Northern border, I 'ac 
credited Gen. S. B. Buckner an agent to pro 
ceed to Indianapolis and Jefl'erson City, with 
instructions to explain to the Governors ot 
those States the position of Kentucky. His 
instructions in regard to the position held 
by Kentucky were identical with those given 
to Dr. Blackburn. The attitude of Ken- 
tucky was represented alike to all the State 
authorities with whom I was in any mode in 
communication. Gen. Buckner was pre- 
vented from visiting Indianapolis by an un- 
foreseen call to Cairo, Illinois, the nature of 
which will be fully understood from the cor- 
respondence herewith transmitted. 

I constituted Messrs. Hewitt, Norton & Go ., 
of Ntw Orleans, the agents of the State, in- 
structed to inspect, receive, pay for, and for 



These goods were) purchased of the Eu- 
ropean and Southern Direct Trading Com- 
pany, were shipped to Tho. II. Hunt «Sc Co., 
Louisville, on the 2d inst., as evidenced by 
the bill of lading now in ray office. 1 have 
not yet been advised of their arrival, and 
have made uo disposition of them. 

No other expenditure of the f'und9 sup- 
plied by the banks have yet been reliably 
communicated to me. except a few guns 
bought by Mr. Brannin, and the balance is 
in the hands of the agents of the Stale at 
Louisville or New Orleans. 

1 have not yet been advised by the Feder- 
al Government of the quota of arms this 
year assigned to Kentucky. The account 
between the State of Kentucky and the War 
Department at Washington, involving the 
commutation of last year s quota for repairs 
on old guns in the arsenal, has not been 
closed. 1 presume nothing will be due this 
Slate when it is settled. 

At my direction, Gen. S. B. Buckner 
closed a contract with an Eastern firm for 
the delivery of 13,000 guns, of the best char- 
acter, in this State. I am advised that it 
will be impossible for the contracting parties 
to comply with their obligation. 

I have referred your resolution inquiring 
for the amount of arms heretofore received 
from the Federal Government, the number 
now on hand, and how distributed, to the 
Quartermaster Ceueral, whose report, when 
received, will be transmitted to you. Much 
of the information asked for may be found 
n the reports of the Quartermaster General 
and the Adjutant General, heretofore trans- 
mitted to you. B. MAGOFFIN. 



Correspondence with Cot. Prentiss. 
• Columbus, Ky., April 30, 1861. 
Sir: I have instituted proper inquiries at 
this point in relation to the subject of our 
interview yesterday. 1 assured you that 1 
was of opinion that your information in 
reference to any aggressive purpose on your 
post or State from this point was incorrect. 
My inquiries amongst the citizens and au- 
thorities confirm me in my opinion. No 
hostile purpose has been attempted or con- 
ceived at this point, or, as far as the citizens 
here know, by (he people south of here, 
with a view of directing it through this point, 
or any other part of Ketitucky, against auy 
part of Illinois. 

Your information in reference to the pro- 
posed stopping of the trips of the steamer 
Cheney by the citizens of this place is 
equally incorrect. Their indignation on 
that subject is confined entirely to what 
they regard as an unauthorized detention of 
that steamer under your authority at Cairo. 
It i»to be regretted that you felt authorized, 
on such imperfect information, to express to 
me your purpose to prevent the passage of 
any arms or ammunition which the citizens 
of this plaee or vicinity might wish to pro 
vide for their own use. Under the circum 
stances, such an act, when no aggressive 
purpose is even meditated here, would not 
even find its justification in the plea of self- 
iefense, which you urged, much less in law, 
justice, or that comity which should exist 
between neighboring States.

In all candor, I trust that our apprehen- 
sions, as to the aggressive purposes of the 
points which you have mentioned, are «• 
ungrounded as the results of your inquiries 
seem to indicate. But rest assured, sir, that 
the respect and friendship of Kentucky shall 
al.va.vs be solicitously cultivated from this 
quarter; and I have no doubt but that I ex- 
press the universal heart of my fellow llli- 
noisiAns in saying that any injustice ever 
done by Illinois toward her sister States, 
which God forbid ! shall be promptly and 
honorably repaired.

In reply to my inquiries, the commanding 
officer at Cairo stated that he was then act- 
ing, and had been acting, under the orders 
of the Governer of Illinois, but expected 
very soon to be acting under the authority of 
the United States; that he had made no 
seizures of boats or property except under 
special instruction* ; that arms or ammuni- 
tion belonging to the State of Kentucky, in 
passing from a United States arsenal, would 
not be seized under the instructions under 
which he then acted. 

I asked if arms or ammunitiou, the prop- 
erty of citizens of Kentucky, and procured 
for their own use, wouid. under his instruc- 
tions, be seized or detained at Cairo ? He 
replied that they would not; but qualified 
his reply by stating that it would depend 
upon the point to which they might be des- 
tined ; if, for instance, they were destined 
to Columbus in Kentucky, he would not per- 
mit such property to pass his point. He fur- 
ther qualified his answer by remarking that 
he wished to be fully understood, that "it 
would not be safe" for any large quantities 
of arms and ammunition, however destined, 
to attempt to pass his post. I asked him, 
in reply, if I understood him to imply that 
the Governor of Illinois claimed the right 
to decide what citizens of Kentucky should 
and what citizens should not be entitled to 
receive property which they had provided 
for their own use? 

He replied that no such claim was assert- 
ed; but that he would seize such arms on 
the principle of self-defense, claiming the 
right to detain arms which he had reason to 
think would be used against himself. I 
asked if there was any reason to believe that 
any hostile purpose was designed by the cit- 
izens of Columbus or vicinity? He replied 
that he was satisfied such purpose was de- 
signed both by the citizens of Columbus and 
persons from other States co-operating with 
them; that his jiost had been threatened 
from that quarter, and that the cittizens of 
that place had gone so far as to threaten to 
prevent the trips of the steamer which con- 
nected that point with Cairo. I nsked if he 
had notified the authorities of Kentucky of 
the hostile purpose of its citizens, or of tbe 
designs of the citizens of other States to use 
her territory for aggressive purposes? He 
replied that he had not. 1 suggested that 
such a course would be advisable before 
adopting towards the citizens of Kentucky 
the policy which he indicated; that the 
policy of Kentucky was not to intermeddle 
with the affairs of any of her neighbors; 
and that she lelt competent to prevent ag- 
gressions on her neighbors through her ter- 
ritory, if she were notified that such aggres- 
sion was designed ; and that she did not rec- 
ognize the right of other parties to pass 
through her territories for the purpose of re- 
dressing their grievances against each other. 
He replied that the question of such a right 
would involve the discussion of many pointa 
To which I replied that the question as be- 
tween Kentucky and Illinois did not admit 
of argument; that thecitizens of Kentucky 
recognized no authority in the Governor of 
Illinois to invade the jurisdiction of Ken- 
tucky, or to interfere with the rights of her 
citizens. 

I further assured the officer in command 
that I would visit Columbus in order to as- 
certain the- correctness of his information. 

My letter to Col. Prentiss, herewith in- 
closed, will show that he labored under an 
entire n>ieappr<iLetisiou of the fact*. 

Iu conclusion, I asked Col. Prentiss if his 
instructions contemplated the occupancy by 
his forces of any part of the soil of Ken- 
tucky. To which he replied unhesitatingly, 
that they did not.

Dispatch front the Secretary of War of the 
Confederate States. 

Montgomery, Ala., 22. 
Governor IS. Magoffin. Frankfort : 

Sir : Your patriotic response lo the requi 
sition of the President of the United States 
for troops to coerce the Confederate States 
justifies the belief that your people are pre- 
pared to unite with us in repelling the com- 
mon enemy of the South. Vi-giuia needs 
our aid. I therefore request yo« to furnish 
one regiment of infantry, without delay, to 
rendezvous at Harper's Ferry, V.rginia. It 
must consist of ten compauies, ef not lets 
than sixty-four men each. The regiment 
will be entitled to one Colouel, one Lieuten 
ant Colonel, one Major, one Adjitant from 
the line of Lieutenants, one Sergeant Major 
from the enlisted men. Each companv is 
entitled to one Captain, one First Lieutenant, 
two Second Lieutenants, Four Sergeants 
Four Corporals, and two musicians. The 
officers, except staff officers, are lo b* ap- 
pointed in the manner prescribed ly the law 
of your State. Staff officers are appointed 
by the President. The term of service not 
less than twelve) months, unless sooner dis- 
charged. They will be mustered into the 
service of the Confederate States at Harper's 
Ferry; but transportation and subsistence 
will be* provided from the point of departure 
Thoy will furnish their own uniforms, but 
will receive its value in commutations. 
Arras and ammunition will be sent to liar 
per's Ferry, or to such point as you may des- 
ignate. Answer, and say whether you will 
complv with this request ; and if so, when.

Those who would likoj 
to know Mr. Marshall's euwa upon the j 
great question of Union or disunion, are re- 
ferred to a speech made by him iu Congress, 
the 3d of April, 1850, to be found on pages 
409 and 410 of the Appendix to the Wash- 
ington Globe, of that date. We make the 
following extract: 

j " To do any act which should dissolve the 
j ' Union, would be to concentrate upon their 
! ' heads the horrors which must attend such 
l : a scene. My mind refuses to contemplate 
i'thc transformation of Kentucky in the 
1 event of such a catastrophe, 1 look back 
'upon her origin, a wilderness — upon her 
'present, a garden— upon her future, the 
' very centre and heart of a glorious and 
• mighty nation, claiming sympathy in the 
'successes or reverses of its remotest ex- 
tremities, with all the pride aud devotion of 
'filial affection. Amid her green woods, 
'cities have risen, where enterprise and toil 
'garner wealth, from growing commerce. 
' Upon her fertile fields, industry sows with 
' the assurance of abundance in the harvest. 
'Amid her cottages, the merry shout of in- 
' nocence is heard, aud in her churches the 
' prayers of pious age. ' Peace tinkles on 
' the shepherd's bell and sings among her 
' reapers.' Her homes are the abodes of plen- 
' ty, aud the fires of patriotism still burn up- 
' on her altars. Were this Union lost, the 
' bugle would wake the ehoes from her hills, 
' aud the martial drum would sound along 
'her valleys — the pruning-hook would be 
' exchanged for the sword — the church 
'would be turned into a barrack— her fields 
'would be trodden by the feet of soldiers, in- 
' stead of fanners, and hut frontiers would eon- 
'stantly bristle with bayonets for protection 
'or aggression. It is for her a proposition 
' to exchange the smiles of peace for the 
' frowns of war — prosperity for adversity : — 
' abundance for desolation. I have seen 
'war upon the face of one country, and 
' whether forcS be au 'army of occupation,' 
'or of invasion, I know that the presence of 
1 an army is a stern and awful calamity. I 
'am a native of Kentucky. Never by act 
'of miue will she be made the Belgium, 
'upon whose bosom is to be repeated in 
'America the contests of rival nations. I 
' behold her interests plainly. I know her 
'people intimately. Her voice strikes upon 
'my ear from beyond the mountains with 
'the authority of parental command. She 
' is true to the Union. When her assembly 
' inscribed upon the marble from her quar- 
'riee, fashioned for the monument to the 
'Father of his country, 'Under the auspices 
'of Heaven and the pecepts of Washing- 
'lou, Kentucky will be the last to give up 
'the Union,' they only engraved upon the 
'stone the undoubted sentiment which 
'throbs iu every pulsation of hex own great 
'heart Hex delegation in this Congress, 
'with unanimity, will lend the seutiineut 
'full and unequivocal approbation.

"authorizing the suspension of specie pay- 
ments bv the banks of issue of this State." 

Mr. ANDREWS moved that the bill be 
printed, and made the special order for Mon- 
day at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. JOHNSON opposed the motion to 
print, and make it the special order for Mon- 
day. 

Mr. ANDREWS replied to Mr. JOHN- 
SON, and urged the printing and postpone- 
ment • 

The vote was taken on Mr. ANDREWS' 
motion by yeas and nays, and it was adopt- 
ed by yeas 2*2, nays, 16. 

SPECIAL ORDER FOR 10} O'CLOCK. 

A bill to suspend the circuit, and other 
courts in this Commonwealth, and for other 
purposes, was taken up. 

The bill reads as follows, viz : 

§ 1. Be it enacted by the Ocneral Auembly of the 
Commonaiealth of Kentucky, That all laws requir- 
ing circuit courts, equity and criminal courts, quar- 
terly courts, justices' courts, and all courts of po- 
lice and city, judges of towns and cities, except 
for the trial of criminal and penal causes, in this 
Commonwealth, be, and they are hereby, repealed 
until the 1st day of January, 18(12: Provided, 
That after the expiration of said time, said courts 
shall be held and governed by all the laws now in 
force: And, provided further, That all civil pro- 
cess of every kind, returnable to Said terms, shall 
be continued until the next regular terms of said 
courts after the 1st day of January, 1862; and 
nothing herein contained sball be construed so as 
to interfere in any manner whatever with the 
trial of criminal and penal causes in said courts 
at their regular tern: s . as though this act had'not 
taken effect. 

\ 2. That all executions in this Commonwealth, 
which shall have been issued since the 1st day of 
January, lt>61,up to the time this act takes etfect, 
sball be returned, as soon as practicable after this 
act takes eftee!, to tbe office from which tbe same 
issued, and forthwith re-issued and made return- 
able on the 1st day of March, 1862; and all exe- 
cutions hereafter issued in this Commonwealth, 
by the officers authorized to issue tbe same, shall 
be made returnable on the 1st day March, 1882; 
and no officer, by authority of any execution is- 
sued urtder this act, sball sell any personal prop- 
erty of any kind, until he has Caused said prop- 
erty to be appraised, as land ia now required to be 
appraised, unless such property shall at such tale 
bring at least two thirds of its appraised value: 
and all sales of such property which shall- be 
made under any such executions, for less than two 
thirds of iu appraised value, shall be null and 
void, aud invest the purchaser with no title to tbe 
same, but said execution shall still hold aud re- 
tain a lien on said "property." Protided, This 
act shall not be so construed as to prohibit auv 
person whatever from bringing suits in any of the 
courts aforesaid, and obtaining any provisional 
remedy under existing laws; and judges and jus - 
tioes of tbe peaeu. of said courts shall have pow- 
er, under existing laws, to make any necessary or- 
der for the sale or preservation of attached prop- 
erty, or to enter any order authorised by the pres- 
ent laws for tbe distribution of any money what 
ever among the parties cutitled to receive the 
same, iu any case pending in any of sai l courts. 

f 3. This act shall take .-fleet from its passage. 

Mr. WHITAKER offereJ the, following 
amendment, which was adopted: 

Amend section 2d, by inserting after the word 
"properly," Provided, That any lien which may 
hare been acquired or created by the issuing of aa 
execution, sball not be released or impaired by re- 
turn of said execution, but sball continue in full 
force on any subsequent execution, that may be 
issued. And, provided further, That this act shall 
not release the liability or responsibility of any 
assignor or assignors to his or their assignee or 
assignees on any assignment or transfer, or any 
note, bond or. contract, or any surety on any con- 
tract on which suit has not been instituted, or on 
which judgment has not been rendered. 

Mr. WHITAKER offered another amend- 
ment requiring the consent of obligors in 
replevin bonds, &c, in writing, before they 
have the benefit of this law : adopted. 

Mr. DeHAVEN ofl'ered an amendment to 
make the provisions of the bill apply to the 
Court of Appeals. 

A good deal of disenssion on this amend- 
ment arose, in which Messrs. DeHAVEN, 
CISSELL, WALKER, ALEXANDER, AN- 
DREWS and FISK, took part. 

The amendment of Mr. DeHAVEN was 
then rejected, bv veas 13, navs 21. 

Mr. PENNEBAKER offered the follow- 
ing amendment, viz: 

And be it further enacted, That nothiag herein 
contained shall prevent the institutien and trial of 
actions in the Louisville Chancery Court for the 
settleinentof theestates of decedents, and the par- 
tition and distribution of such estates, for the set- 
tlement of all fiduciary accounts, and all other ac- 
tions wherein provisional remedies and other re- 
lief, not involving the payment of money, are 
sought; nor to prevent the trial of any, and all 
causes, now pending in said court, the hual pro- 
cess order or decree be subject to the restrictions 
contained in section 2 of this aet. 

Mr. FISK offered a substitute for Mr 
PENNEBAKER'S amendment, as follows, 
viz : 

That the several judges of the equity and cir- 
cuit courts shall hold the terms ol their several 
•»uru at the UiattUus fixed by law for the trial 
of criminal and penal, prosecutions; and far the 
purpose of the assignment of dower, for the mak- 
ing the partition of land, ordering the distribu- 
tion of estates ratably amongst the creditors, and 
for the trial of actions of tort, action of forcible 
entry and detainer, and forcible detainer, arid of 
cases where the title to land or other property is 
in dispute, or where the boundary of land is in- 
volved, or a party is seeking to establish or oom- 
plete by judgment or order of court title to lands; 
and all causes between principal aud ageut, be- 
tween trustee and ccs.'ui que trust, aud between 
landlord and tenant, and for all other eases of 
law or equity where a decree or judgment for 
money is not to be rendered, and fur the taking 
all proper steps for tbe preparation of cases iu 
said courts, and for the making of all orders for 
the disposition of property or money in the ous- 
tody of the court, or its effects. 

Mr. CISSELL opposed the substitute at 

"sir. 1 FISK replied to Mr. CISSELL, aud 
advocated tbe substitute. 



Mr. ANDREWS bri«fly advocated Hi* 

substitute. 

Mr. PENNEBAKER replied briefly to 
Mr. FISK, and advocated his own amend- 
ment 

Mt. FISK then offered his as an amend- 
ment to Mr. PENNEBAKER'S aud not as 
a substitute for it. 

Mr. WHITAKER opposed both of the 
amendments, and oflered a substitute for the 
two amendments, as follow*: 

That the sareral judges of the equity and cir- 
cuit courU, shall hold the terms of their sever- 
al courts at the times now fixed by law for the 
trial of criminal and penal prosecutions, and for 
the purpose of the assignment of dower, for the 
trial of casos of divorco, for the probate of wills, 
for tho making partition of land, ordoring the 
distribution of estates ratably amongst the credit- 
ors, and for the trial of actions of tort, action of 
forcible entry and detainor, and forcible detainer, 
and of cases where tho title to land is involved, 
or a party is seeking to establish or complete by- 
judgment or order of court title to lands; and all 
causes between principal and ageut, between trus- 
tee aud ceetui que trust, and for all other cases of 
law or equity where a decree or judgement for 
money is not to be rendered, and for the taking 
all propor steps for the preparation of cases in 
said courts. 

Mr. JOHNSON advocated the bill at 
leugth. 

Mr. W II ITAKER'S substitute was then 
adopted. 

Mr. ALEXANDER offered an amend- 
ment, allowing the holding of regular terms 
of courts in Boyle and Adair counties: re- 
jected — yeas, 10; nays, 22. 

Mr. ANDREWS moved to exempt the 
counties of Fleming. Rowan and Nicholas, 
from the provisions of the bill. 

Mr. PENNEBAKER moved also to ex- 
empt the Louisville Chancery Court: accept- 
ed by Mr. ANDREWS. 

The previous question was then ordered 
The vote was then taken upon Mr. AN- 
DREW'S amendment as amended by Mr. 
PENNEBAKER, and it was rejected — yeas, 
12; nays, 22. 

The vote ordering the previous question 
wa9 reconsidered. 

Mr. FISK moved to amend bv allowiug 
the December term, 1861, of the Kenton 
circuit court to be held : rejected — yeas, 10; 
nays, 24. 

Mr WHITAKER offered an amendment, 
requiring "all process to issue after March 1, 
1862, as now provided for by law :" adopted. 
The previous question was ordered. 
The bill was then ordered to be engrossed 
and read a third time. 

Mr. ANDREWS moved that it be read a 
third time at 10J o'clock on Mouday, aud be 
printed: negatived — yeas, 16; nays, 18.

negatived — yeas, 13; nays, 21.

Monday. 

And then the Senate adjourned.

Were presented by the SPEAKER. Mr. 
UNDERWOOD, from upwards ol three hun- 
dred ladies of Warren county, upon the sub- 
ject of Kentucky's maintaining an armed 
neutrality ; also two other petitions from cit- 
izens Of Warren county ; aud appropriately 
referred. 

RESOLUTION. 

Mr. L.H, SMITH offered a joint resolu- 
tion, that the General Assembly adjourn tint 
die on Wednesday, the l&th inst., which lies 
one day on the table. 

BILLS PRESENTED. 

Mr. STIVERS — A bill for tbe benefit of 
R. T. Benton, late sheriff of Estill county : 
passed — yeas, 57 ; navs, 26. 

Mr. RODMAN— A bill to amend the char- 
lex of Frankfort: passed. 

SPECIAL ORDER. 

The House then took up the bill reported 
by the committee on Military Affairs, more 
fully to provide for the. military defense of 
the State, together with the resolutions offer- 
ed by Mr. UNDERWOOD, recommitting 
the hill, with instructions. 

[The bill and resolutions were published 
in the proceedings of the Uonse ot yester- 
day.] 

After considerable discussion, in which 
Messrs. MACHEN, UNDERWOOD, LAN- 
NOM, HODGE, RODMAN and EWING 
took part, 

The question was takeu on the reference, 
without instructions, and it was decided in 
the affirmative — yeas, 63; nays, 32. 

Mr. FINN moved to amend the third res- 
olution of instruction, by inserting "not. in- 
consistent with the military organization of 
the state, said home guard to be furnished 
with arms by the State; the present milita- 
ry law may be so amended as to make the 
home guard effective for home protection :" 
adopted. 

Mr. BURNAM offered the following 
amendments to the instructions: 

That the committee be also instructed to report 
in the bill the names of a suitable commission for 
the purchase and distribution of the arms, equip- 
ments, Ac, provided for in the bill. 

Also, to append to the bill a section providing 
thatue officer, soldier, or other person iu the raili 
tary service of tho State shall be subject to arrest, 
trial and imprisonment, for refusing to execute, or 
for disobedience to any uulawful military order or 
command whatever. 

A division of the question was called for. 
and the first clause was adopted — yeas, 60; 
nays, 34. 

The second clause was rejected — yeas, 43; 

nays, 52. 

Mr. EWING offered a substitute for the 
instructions as nmended, directing the com- 
mittee to report a bill appropriating $2,500,- 
000 for military purposes: rejected — yea*. 
43 ; nays, 51. 

The question was then taken on the adop- 
tion of Mr. UNDERWOOD'S instructions, 
»s amended, and decided in the affirmatives — 
yeas, 49; nays, 45. 

And then the House adjourned.
